RINITY’S federation with

Macklem, who has just accepted the Provostship of 

Trinity, and Rev. Edward A. Welch, now rector of St. 
James’ and formerly Provost of Trinity, have both express- 
ed themselves as being in favor of a union of the forces 
of our two greatest educational institutions. The weight 
of two men so popular with all classes, and so high in the 
esteem of the Anglican Church, must certainly bring about 
the result which many have looked forward to these many 
years. Rev. Mr. Macklem’s expression in an interview with 
the “Globe” is but an echo of the beautiful life which has 
so endeared him, not only to the parish of St. Simon’s, 
which he leaves, but to everyone who has had the good for- 
tune of his acquaintance. He said: “I am in favor of fed- 
eration. As a patriotic Canadian and devoted churchman, 
I should like to see the whole weight of the Church of Eng- 
land in Ontario set on the side of the State, for the unifica 
tion and consolidation of the educational system of this 
province, and for the strengthening of the State University.” 

It is hardly fair to quote but fragments of his interview, 

which, while expressing the greatest hopefulness for Trinity 
should federation not be effected, set forth his belief “that 
Trinity would contribute to the State university the only 
practical solution to the vexed problem of residence,” and 
“if petty jealousies be obliterated, Toronto University will 
become to the future millions of Ontario what Oxford and 
Cambridge are to England to-day.” It may be remarked 
in connection with Mr. Macklem’s attitude that, though he 
took his degree at Cambridge, he is the first Canadian to 
hold the office to which he goes on the first of May.

PEAKING of the probable development of our great 
State university, it is a pity that McMaster University 
still stays outside of federation. This is odd, too, as 
the Baptists, as a body, are not prone to favor sectarian 
education in Public schools, and might naturally be expect- 
ed to fall in with the idea of anything which would build up 
a great and powerful provincial university.

HE project for obtaining a park in front of the City 
Hall which should engage the attention of 
everyone in Toronto.

If Toronto does not make the progress which it is hoped

values altogether. The annual cost to the ratepayer is not 
as great as the increased assessable value of the surrounding 
property should the project go through. There is no reason 
for avoiding the city control of the proposed ground for 
Victoria Park, except that old and unanswerable one that 
“it is better to go into no project than be without a sup 
of broth.”

The Kaiser’s Revenues. 


HE Kaiser has asked his Reich- 
stag to increase his salary 
£200,000 a year. His present 
yearly income is £1,700,009. 
Emperor William’s father was 
contented with a royal income 

of £400,000 annually. From the time 
that the present progressive William 
II. became ruler things have chang- 
ed. He meant to live on a grand 
scale. He began by spending his per- 
sonal inheritance from father and 
grandfather. When this was dissipat- 
ed he began, in 1889, to ask the Prus- 
sians for an increase of salary, a cus- 
tom that he has continued with re- 
ligious punctuality to the present day. 

He declared at the outset of his 
reign that it was impossible to live 
in a style suited to his high position 
on a scale of royal wages created sixty- 
nine years previously. The new Fia- 
peror’s salary was doubled, however, 
as he seemed a very promising young 
man and worthy of encouragement in 
his policy of making a ‘‘Greater’”’ Ger- 
many. The “Greater’ Germany idea 
worked so well at that time that the 
Emperor has worked it for all it was 
worth ever since. Of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s annual income, however, not 
all is salary. About a quarter is de- 
rived from “Royal treasure” lent on 
mortgage in London and New York 
City. He also receives a large contri- 
bution from the royal feudal domain 
of Ermansdorf in Silesia, three big 
farms in Brandenburg, forty-eight 
smaller farms, and fourteen forest dis- 
tricts. There are besides, several well- 
paying stud farms, and the Royal 
porcelain factory at Berlin, which are 
William II.’s income-producing pro- 
perty. 

The Emperor’s sons begin to draw 
salaries from the time they are ten 
years old. They are then Lieutenants 
in the army, and draw pay as such, 
with, of course, an extra allowance to 
put on the frills which their station 
demands. As an actual fact, however, 
the Emperor, being very much in need 
of money, as his demand for an in- 
crease indicates, draws his sons’ s1l- 
aries, and spends the money as he sees 
fit. The Emperor draws a nice 
little sum for acting as honorary 
colonel of ten regiments. In return 
for this such commands receive the 
title of Royal regiments. The Em- 
peror can at any time increase his in- 
come from this source by appointing 
himself colonel of as many regiments 
as he chooses. It is said that he finds 
the colonel business so profitable that 
he is going into it more extensively, 
and will shortly annex about fifty more 
regiments to his personal command. 

How the German Emperor succeeds 
in spending this income of about £5,000 
a day also furnishes some figures that 
may astonish even multi-millionaire 
spendthrifts. Here are the items.

Which exists in 
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economic system of government in In- 
dia is the real cause of the frequent 
and destructive famines with which, 
unhappily, we are now too much ac- 
quainted. To hold, as an increasing 
number of Indian students are hold- 
ing the present mode of administration 
of India, judging that administration 
solely by its results, to be economical- 
ly wrong is, perhaps, the most serious 
indictment ever brought against any 
body of rulers. Certainly it is the most 
terrible charge ever brought against a 
ruling race whose most strenuous de- 
sire has been to bring prosperity and 
upliftment to the people ruled, and 
not to become guilty of  spoliation. 
Yet deliberate spoliation, ruthl “ssly 
carried out, could scarcely be more de- 
structive than is our mode of ruling 
India, or cause more suffering. 

““My own studies on these lines have 
convinced me: 


“1. That famines in India are pre- 
ventible. 
“2. That the economic drain from 


the resources of India is the cause of 
the poverty of which famines are an 
outward and visible sign. 

/ “3. That our system of ruling India 
is economically vicious, and must be 
accompanied by the awful conse- 








quences with which we have become 
familiar, and with which (is it econ- 
ceivable?) we are beginning to accus- 
tom ourselves, as though matters must 
be as they are, as though many more 
millions of people than there are in the 
United Kingdom must in India be in a 
chronic state of starvation. 

“4, That to remedy the evil will be 
so tremendous a task, will involve so 
great an interference with vested in- 
terests, that I for one, wholly despair 
of a remedy being found until a cat- 
astrophe far beyond anything yet re- 
alized by the most miserable of States, 
has occurred, and has quickened (un- 
der the eyes of wondering nations that 
a British Government should have al- 
lowed such things to come to pass) 
the sense of duty in every Englishman 
and Englishwoman. 

“It is to my mind fully time that at- 
tention should be directed to a series 
of drastic reforms amounting t») an 
administrative and economic revolu- 
tion, Failing this, and failing also 
an adequate conception of the need 
already existing for the most strenu- 
ous performance of the highest tasks 
of reconstructive statesmanship, the 


British people will be brought face to 
face with the solution of a problem, 
by the side of which the South African 
campaign will be but child’s play. | 
This will not happen to-morrow, nor 
next year, nor the year after. But, 


thirty to forty years hence, preceded 
by yearly increasing suffering and des- 
titution, those who come after us 
will find only too true a fulfillment of 
so dismal a prophecy.”

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Where Dailies Are Unknown. 


Gime ‘ITY people have very little idea how eag- 

~*~ erly the war news is awaited and dis- 
cussed in the back townships. There are 
districts not more than hundred 
|miles from Toronto where daily papers 
“jare as rare as absinthe frappees, and in 
| which the fin-de-siecle malady of bulletin 
neck has not made its appearance. 

In some of these parts the best the 
families can accomplish in the way of 








one 


more 


prosperous 
keeping up with the march of events is to subscribe for the 
local paper and the weekly edition of one of the big city 


dailies. This is not always because of “closeness” in money 
matters—the mails are often so infrequent or irregular as to 
make the taking of a daily paper practically an impossibility 
in these regions. . 

The local paper in many cases is not even a reflection 
of life in a stirring market town, being published at some 
small village or cross-roads. While the editor may be a 
man of more than average parts and of fair education, the 
mechanical appliances at his command are not likely to be 
such as to make the turning out of a creditable sheet pos- 
sible. His staff consists of himself, an apprentice and a 
chore-boy, or printer’s devil. Between them they gather the 
news, write it, set it up and print it. The paper, in nine 
cases out-of ten, is badly printed; its best part is its patent 
inside, containing no news not a week old. In addition to a 
dozen or so paragraphs on local happenings—most of them 
petty and already known to everyone in the community— 
the outside pages contain several columns of local advertise- 
ments, many of which are dead, and serve only to fill up 
space, and a large assortment of hideous sensational 
**quacks.” 

The village paper, as a rule, has no politics, and is there- 
fore without editorials. For it occurs to few country news- 
paper men that local questions are good raw material for 
live discussion, or that issues which transcend barnyard 
economics and school section statesmanship and are of 
world-wide interest, might be written about in a bright and 
entertaining way. On the whole, the local paper is gener- 
ally synonymous with dullness, monotony and “the rut.” 

Dailies from the city come, a day or perhaps two days 
old, to the editor and a half-dozen village magnates. A 
mile or two back along the concessions and side-lines, the 
average family waits a whole week for its news from the 
city. Some families, in the newer or poorer townships, get 
their intellectual pabulum even more irregularly than once 
every seven days. They cannot, or think they cannot, afford 
to buy news at all. I have known houses in comparatively 
prosperous neighborhoods where not even the local paper 
found an entry. Recourse in such cases is had to the pre- 
carious method of borrowing old papers from neighbors 
and trusting to common gossip for knowledge of the events 
of the great throbbing world. It is sad to relate—but the 
truth must be admitted—that there are farms in Ontario 
where intellectual life is at such low ebb that there exists no 
desire to read or to be informed on anything outside the 
paltry gossip of the neighborhood—the number of freckles 
on Jenkins’ last hited man, the new twin calves at Scotty 
Henderson's. Eliza Gadd’s sparkin’ ventures, and Jim Bud- 
ger’s recent spree. 

However, a war is something that stirs the sluggish cur- 
rents of thought in even the most backward communities. 
Anything in the nature of a contest or fight—whether it be 
a bar-room brawl, a barn-raising, a ‘“show-fair,” a spelling 
match, or a mighty affair of great generals and immense 
to appeal with directness to an instinct as 
ancient as the race itself. Even where the local weekly is 
of the smallest calibre, or where there is no local weekly 
at all, and city papers are seven-day wonders, men through- 
out the and breadth of Canada are discussing the 
war—by and threes, in small knots, wherever and 
whenever the countenance of a man sharpeneth the face of 
his friend: in the corner grocery or the cross-roads tavern, 
around the blacksmith’s forge and on the highways. 

Views as various, and in crazy, as the 
patchwork of a prize quilt, are exhibited, compared, amend- 
ed, exploded, discarded. There is, in every community, the 
man who pretends to know it all and could give pointers to 
Roberts, Buller, or any of the generals in the field. Tre- 
quently he is a grey-beard who went to the front or “ came 
nigh goin’ ter the front’ in the Fenian raid. His views, 
even if he is better posted than his neighbors, are not usu- 
ally taken as seriously by them as by himself. As he spouts 
about “the raid,” the young fellows take many a rise out of 
him, but he does not see that they are making fun, and con- 
tinues to move about in the blissful conviction that he is 
the military Solon of the neighborhood, and that everyone 
in the township would like to send their only veteran to 
South Africa if things really came to a crisis. Then there 
are the fellows who talk glibly and irreverently of guns and 
lyddite, and string off statistics of killed and wounded, with- 
out ever stopping to think what they mean or what war 
means to those who are up against the real thing. In some 
neighborhoods there is the man who deplores the war, who 
wonders if it could not have been avoided, and could not 
even now be brought to an honorable conclusion, or who 
even goes so far as to denounce it and throw his whole 
weight against the Jingoes. There are not many such men 
in Ontario, however, for it is not popular to be arguing 
with everybody and losing business over it—and that is what 
opposing the war means in this province. The anti-war men 
and those who are not prepared to swallow imperialism 
holus bolus are looked upon as cranks or traitors, and their 
neighbors pay them up for their views with coolness, sar- 
castic chafting, violent abuse or quiet persecution. In the 
city it is easy to be a pro-Boer and hide it, but not so in 
the country; for there people are brought into more intimate 
personal relationships, and every man knows his neighbor's

OME time since a wail, which 
found echo in every civil- 
ized place, no doubt, in 
which it was heard, came 
from beautiful, classic Sal- 
isbury. The wail was a 
protest against the increas- 

ing commercialism “exhibited in the 
profusion of posters for advertising 
purposes, which were pasted on every 
available public place within reach of 
the bill-poster. Nothing was sacred to 
him. Salisbury groaned and protest- 
ed. Merchants said, ‘Of course, it is 
business.” ‘‘ But is our life only ma- 
terial; is there to be naught regarded 
but the making of money ?” ‘ The 
fences are ours,” said ithe commercial- 


ist, with that boor-like disregard of 
other than material rights, which is 


such a prominent characteristic of ill 
bred citizens. ‘‘ Besides, some of these 
posters are artistic.” ‘ But must we 
really put up with them on our door- 
posts and lintels? Must we always have 
them before us, and must they always 
speak to us of money-making primar- 
ily 2° 

An American city, also groaning be- 
neath a similar affliction of ugly boara 
fences and posters of incongruous sul- 
jects and colors, organized a crusade—

closed with bill-boards, and who, wher 
consulted anent their removal, were 
found to be somewhat in sympxthy, 
the fences were demolished. Over the 
vacant land, can-strewn and garbage 
bedecked, the ladies—not personally— 
strewed after a levelling 
and superficial course of treatment, and 
behold, the desert was transformed, 
shortly, into a smiling garden of cvol 
verdure. rustic benches were 
placed on the plots and a pretty boule- 
vard—-a small park—a place of public

And well it might, when we can read | 
an advertisement like the following : 

““Wanted—Men to paste posters on 
the barns, bridges and trees through- 
out the country.” 

Even the trees, the beautiful, digni- 
fied trees. are to be included in the 


vandalism. We hope for respite in the 
country, where life’s bustle and hurry 
are’ farthest removed. But alas, even 
there the poster reaches us, and 
should we, like the Psalmist, be en- 
abled to ‘“‘take the wings of the morn- 
ing and flee to the uttermost parts of 
the earth,” even there the poster 
would find us. Our graveyards, hold- 
ing our sacred dust, are exempt 
far; but who knows how far material- 
ism may reach in the near future? To 
substitute something beautiful in de- 
sign has been the thought in the minds 
of some in Paris and the United 
States. A society in Paris—on moral 
grounds, however—had printed a large 
number of copies of the Life. of St. 
Genevieve, so beautifully painted by 
the late Puvis de Chevannes, and these 
pictures they pasted where they could, 
to offset less moral subjects. Another 
American city erected fences for the 
purpose of exhibiting subjects worthy 
and beautiful, as public educators in 
aesthetics and morals. These two lat- 
ter we mention solely to show the drift 
of the public mind. We are not dis- 
cussing the poster as an educator, mor- 
ally, altheugh the subject is legitimate 


so 


and has received the attention of a 
learned professor recently, who gave 
many and reasonable arguments why 


they are such factors in public educa- 
tion—and demoralization—and why 
they should be carefully chosen. 

In Paris, Belgium and Italy, the de- 
sire for beautiful cities has assumed 
Shape in organizations. The street art 
crusade in Belgium has resulted in a 
society whose mission is to transform 
“public streets and thoroughfares from 
their present almost universal state of 
ugliness to a condition in keeping with 
artistic and aesthetic principles.” It 
has been in existence since 1894, and 
has accomplished considerable in civic

Easter in Mexico. 





HERE are some curious Easter 
customs practised in Mexico, 
“Self Culture.” The city 
filled by ‘“‘ Holy 
with vendors of 
‘“Judases,’’ some life size, oth- 
ers from six inches to three feet in 
length, each being provided with pow- 
der and fuse so arranged that the fig- 
ure can be blown to pieces on Sabado 
de Gloria, the day before Easter. On 
that day the Judases are suspended 
from ropes stretched across the street, 
some of the figures being hung with 
strings of Mexican breaa, or sausage, 
or huge pieces of intertwined 
with long fuses leading from one figure 
to another; still others have copper 
cents, these attracting the largest 
crowds, Precisely at ten o’clock the ca- 
thedral bells, which have been silent 
from Holy Thursday until then, ring 
out a joyous peal, which is taken up 
by the bells of all the churches. At the 
same moment those in charge of the 
Judases light the fuses, and to the 
clanging of the bells is added the pop- 
ping of thousands of filre-crackers that 
blow the Judases into bits, while the 
crowds below scramble for bread, 
meat, and pennies. With the burning of 
the Judases Holy Week is practically 
ended. To most of the people, Easter 
Sunday means no more than any other 
Sunday in the year. 

If a Mexican visits seven churches 
on Holy Thursday he earns two hun- 
Ired and fifty indulgences, the 
churches are generally well filled. The 
description of the scene at the stately 
inquisition Church of Santo Domingo 
may be quoted in part: 

“At the farther end of the beautiful 
church rose the altar, a blaze of light 
from the floor to the golden triangle 
whose gleaming nimbus filled the dome

Preceding the image came 
four toman’ soldiers on very sorry- 


looking horses, one carrying the Mex- 
ican flag. After them came ‘ Roman’ 
foot soldiers trying to march the 
music of a toy drum and squeaky tife. 
All the soldiers were gaily decked in 
tinsel, with tin helmets. supporting 
vari-colored feather dusters. After the 
sorrowful image came a long line of 
Indians representing tomans and

Jews, all dressed in most extraordin- 
ary costumes, of which tinsel, gilt 
paper, and feathers formed the chief 


accessories, the Jews being distinguish- 
ed by bushy red As the pro- 
cession move slowly around. the 
church-yard it stopped at three stated 
while the Indians bearing the 
image bent to the earth. thus 
representing the legendary ‘three falls 
of Christ on His way to Crucifixion.
